Taft to Name W. H. Lewis As­ 


sistant Attorney General 


WAS 
OPPOSED FOR 
PLAGE 


Lewis Is a Successful Lawyer, a G rad­ 


uate of H arvard, and Won M any 


Prizes W hile a Student. 


W ashington, Oct. 27. — P resident 
Taft, it was stated, has decided to 
appoint a colored man to the highest 
office in an executive branch of th e 
governm ent ever held by a m em ber of 
that race. 
William H. Lewis, at present an as­ 
sistant district attorney at Boston, in 
to be m ade an assistant attorney gen­ 
eral of the Uuited States. 
The president has also determ ined 
to m ake C harles A. Cotterell, of Tole­ 
do, also a negro, collector of custom s 
at Honolulu. This recognition of th e 
colored race is expected to have po­ 
litical results in Ohio aud M assachu­ 
setts. 
Lewis Is a graduate of th e H arvard 
law school, and played center rush 
on the H arvard eleven in the early 
nineties. 
The appointm ent has been agreed 
coon by the president and Attorney 
General W ic k e rh a m . 
Just w hat du­ 
ties will be assigned to the new as­ 
sistant when he takes office have not 
been decided. 
Tile appointm ent of Lewis is in line 
with President Taft s policy of recog­ 
nizing colored men In the governm ent 
service, but taking these appointm ent# 
us far as possible out of the southern 
states, w here friction has been caused 
in the past by colored federal office 
holders. 


W as Opposed Two Years Ago. 
More than two years ago it was ru­ 
mored that Lewis might be made as­ 
sistant attorney g*metal at W ashing­ 
ton, but opposition developed on a c­ 
count of his color. I,ewls has been 
very successful in practice. 
He has 
made an excellent record as assistan t 
attorney for the eastern district of 
M assachusetts. 
It wmk not denied th a t 
he was at that time qualified for the 
offle** m entally, but it wus feared th a t 
iiis presen*© iii th** departm ent of Jus­ 
tice would cause a great deal of fric­ 
tion, sin* ** in the departm ent there are 
many 
old-time 
southerners, 
am ong 
them Colonel John S. Mosby. 
William ll. Lewis is at present In 
charge of th e naturalization cases for 
the United 
States attorney for the 
M assachusetts district. 
II** was born 
in Portsm outh, Va , in 18*18. and after 
being graduated from A m herst college 
in 1892, entered 
the 
H arvard law 
school and was graduated from th a t 
Institution in 1895. During his stay at

farm er does not count th e value of hie 
own tailor, and he m akes his children 
work instead of hiring help. 
Then the average form er does w ith­ 
out the things th a t the city man con­ 
siders necessities of life. His clothe© 
consist of a pair of overalls, a shirt, a 
pair of cotton socks and a h at that 
was given to him us an advertisem ent. 
His best suit or Sunday clothes coats 
him about $15, where th e average city 
m an pays from $25 to $40.
